Selecting types of insurance 

To operate you need a plant ma 
chinery and equipment.

Similarly, the chemical industry 
with its increasing knowledge of pla: 
tics has been introducing this material 
into many piping applications.

4 second highly interesting plastic pipe installation is 
featured in Figs. 5 and 6. This particular one carries water 
over a quarter of a mile and was laid in a ditch 30 inches 
deep with no spec ial precautions or protective covering ex 
cept where the pipe passed under a railroad. In that instance 
a reinforced concrete duct was laid and the plastic pipe run 
through, This line will operate at about 50 p.s.i.g. but has 
heen tested up to 70 p.S.L.g 

Fig. 5 shows the final operation of joining two lengths of 
this pipe together. A straightforward slip-sleeve coupling of 
the same plastic material serves as the connecting link 

Fig. 6 shows how light the plastic material is, A 20-foot 


length of the 3-inch L.D. pipe weighs only 23 pounds. As a 
result, the quarter-mile pipe run pictured in Figs. 5 and 6 


was made up and installed in one day 


Large Piping Supports Slickrails 


A simple overhead for the slickrails that is rigid, com 
paratively dustfree and easy to clean is being used at the 
Durham Laundry and at Scott-Roberts Cleaners in Durham, 
North Carolina. It consists of 2%-inch piping. Stanchions 
or hangers of the same piping are screwed into T fittings 
every 12 to 15 feet, and are also screwed into square plates 
that have been bolted or lagged to the high ceiling beams 

Krom this piping standard slickrails of a commercial make 
are suspended by their usual hooks. Because of the rigidity 
of the overhead, however, these slickrail hooks have been 
spaced further apart than usual 

In the Durham Laundry this rigidity is made even greater 
by a single lateral bracing. This is where two switches come 
in from the men’s and ladies’ finishing lines. The switches 
are held by some of the same 24%-inch pipe which has been 
welded to the longer sections, As a result of the drop-off 
slickrails hold their narrow spacing above the continuing 


slickrail, without sagging to obstruct hangers passing below
